INJURED FIREMEN IN THE SUIT? 


The $211,000 raised by Chicago for the relief 
of the dependents of the stockyards fire was 
declared in safe hands by Judge William 
Fenimore Cooper yesterday. He said an in- 
junction was unnecessary. Hearing on the 
application for a receiver, which would mean 
immediate distribution of the fund, will be 
had later. 

Frequent clashes between lawyers for the 
two sides marked the legal battle for an equal 
division and an immediate distribution of the 
fund. 

Groans and exclamations of disapproval 
from a group of the firemen’s widows greeted 
statements by Attorney Lessing Rosenthal 
that it would be an outrage to take the 
funds out of the hands of the trustees.“ He 
added that if the money is distributed many 
of the widows after afew years willsay: “I 
wish to God the court never had touched this 
money. 


Receiver Plea Up Later. 

By agreement on both sides, a joint com- 
mittee meeting will be held today for the 
purpose of making all minor children of the 
widows and all firemen who were injured in 
the disaster parties to the litigation. The 
question of the appointment of a receiver, as 
asked for in the petition, will be decided by 
Judge Cooper at u final hearing, the date of 
which will be set tater. 

Attorney John J. Coburn. counsel for the 
widowe, denounced the trustees for allowing 
the widow of Chief Horan and the widow of 
Assistant Chief Burroughs a greater share of 
the charity tund than was allowed the other 
bereficiaries.

RICH MAN DIES ON 
COLLEGE CAMPUS 


Max M. Markwell Commits 
Suicide by Shooting Him- 
self in Evanston. 


ILLNESS PROMPTS ACT. 


The body of Max M. Markwell, a wealthy 
Highland Park man, was found yesterday 
afternoon on the athletic field of Northwest- 
ern university with a bullet through the 
head Markwell had committed suicide be- 
cause of illness that had made his life a bur- 
den. 

Markwell was vice president of the Chi- 
cago Mercantile company. 
at his office, 106 South Wabash avenue, since 
a nervous breakdown in November. He left 
his residence at 3 o'clock in the afternoon to 
take a walk. He said he was feeling well 
and the nurse who usually looked after him 
did not accompany him. The next heard of 
him by his family was when the Evanston 
police notified them that he had committed 
suicide. 


Planned Trip to Europe. 

The suicide ended preparations Markwell’s 
family had been making to take à trip to 
Europe, beginning on May 11. They had 
planned to attend the coronation of George V. 

Mr. Markwell, who was born in Milwaukee 
and for years was a traveling salesman fora 
firm there, came to Chicago in 1898 and en- 
gaged in the millinery business. 

He suffered from @ nervous breakdown last 
November and spent the following month at 
Atlantic City, N. J. Later he went to Pine- 
hurst, N. C., where his condition improved. 

A month ago he returned home and took 
daily walks, accompanied by a nurse. 


Leaves a Widow and Son. 

Mr. Markwell is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Caroline Markwell, and a son, Robert 
Markwell, 15 years old. He was a member 
of the advisory board of the Jewish Agri-' 
cultural Aid society, and was a member of 
the Standard and Ravisloe clubs.

HATFIELD WAITS COURT ACTION 


Edward Tilden, president of the Nationa} 
Packing company, permitted E. H. Hatfield, 
assistant sergeant at arms of the state senate, 
to arrest him yesterday. The hour was 10:56 
a. m. 

Nearly an hour earlier Judge Adelor J. 
Petit had issued a writ of habeas corpus to 
Mr. Tilden on the sworn statement by Mr. 
Tilden that he was “ being detained and im- 
prisoned in the city of Chicago.” 

When the arrest was made Mr. Tilden was 
taken in his automobile to Judge Petit’s. 
court, where he gave bail in the sum of $5,000 
pending arguments on the writ. which are te 
begin Monday morning. 

Attorney John J. Healy, special counsel! for 
the senate, objected to the release of Mr. 
Tilden from the obligation of responding to 
subpoenas of the Helm committee, which is 
investigating his connection with the $100,- 
000 Lorimer corruption fund, but the hour 
was set for Monday, nevertheless. and bail 
was granted. 

Following the brief proceedings In court Mr. 
Healy visited the offices of the Edward Hines 
Lumber company to inspect certain books 
and papers. He refused to discuss what he 
had found, other than to say that he would 


make @ report to the Helm committee nex 
week. : 


Uluminating Sequence of Events. 

The sequence of events in the Tilde#heaveas 
corpus proceedings was interesting. 

At 10 a. m. or @ few minutes thereafter er- 
Judge Nathaniel C. Sears, counsel for Mr. 
Tilden. presented to Judge Petit a petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus. 

This petition was signed and sworn to boy 
Mr Tilden. In it he stated under oath that 
he had been arrested by E. H. Hatfield, an as 
sittant sergeant-at-arms of the senate, and 
that Mr. Hatfield was threatening to take 
him out of the jurisdiction of this court.” 
The averment thet he was in actual custody 
and restrained of his liberty by the said Hat- 
field, acting under the senate warrant, was 
repeated several times in the document. | 

Judge Petit issued the writ immediately. 

The writ was then taken by Deputy Sheriff 
P. J. Lenke to the office of Mr. Tilden in 
the Rookery building. In the same building 
are Mr. Lorimer’s offices and the offices of a 
number of the big packing companies with 
which the National Packing company, ot 
which Mr. Tilden is president, are ailied.’’ 


Hatfield Invited to Call. 

Mr. Hatfield was then notified by phone 
that everyth'ng was ready for him to make 
his arrest, and he went to the Tilden offices, 
There he was permitted to serve his war 
rant upon the packer, but was not destined 
to hold his prisoner long in custody. 

For as soon as the warrant had been served 
on Mr. Tilden the habeas corpus writ was 
rerved on Mr. Hatfield. Mr. Hatfield then 
telephoned to Attorney Healy, and the whole 
party adjourned to Judge Petit's court. 

It was at 10:56 o’clock that the arrest 
was made and the attorney for the senate 
notified. It was the first word he had heard 
from the sergeant at arms of the senate, al- 
though newspaper men bad informed him 
some time before that the writ of habeas 
corpus had been issued. 

The proceedings before Judge Petit were 
brief, consisting only of the setting of the 
case for ergument at 11 o'clock Monday 
morning and fixing of bail at $5,000. 


Petit “Unfamiliar with Case.” 

Attorney Healy, in urging an earlier dig. 
posal of the case, remarked to Judge Petit 
that he supposed that his honor was more 
or less familiar with the case in which he had 
just taken such.extraordinary action. Judge 
Petit replied that he had not the slightest 
familiarity ” with it. 

Attorney Sears expressed the opinion thas 
the argument would take about two fun 
days and announced that John Barton Payne 
would be one of the counsel in the cage. 

The judge aroused some small sensation 
by Gelivering a lecture to the newspaper 
men, who were reporting the proceedings. 
Their presence seemed to “get on bis nerves,” 
and he interrupted the efforts of a late arrivaj 
to obtain some whispered information ag to 
the state of affairs by ordering him to be 
silent and by issuing a warning to the 
others that he would allow no talking by 
newspaper men in his court. 


Tilden’s Subordinates Are Freed. 

In the cases of Mr. Tuden's subordinates, 
George M. Benedict, cashier of the Drovers 
Deposit National bank, of which Mr. Tudem 
is president, and William C. Cummings, 
cashier of the Drovers’ Trust and Savings 
bank, of which Mr. Tilden & director, the

These two men signed and swore to dupli- 


cate petitions alleging their arrest and de- 
tention, which were presented by Attorney 
Sears with the Tilden petition. They, too, 
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were advanced for the writ of habeas corpus 
before the arrest. ° 


Petit Offers an Explanation. 
Judge Petit stated that the fact that the 
Warrant was out and that service of it was 
‘impending was sufficient under the statute 
to jistify the issuance of the Writ. 
But the sworn statement of Mr. Tilden, on 
*which the judge supposedly acted, did not 
State that an arrest was “‘impending.”’ It 
"stated that the arrest had been made and 
that the relator was in custody and restrained 
ot his liberty. 
Attorney Sears said that he did not know or 
“gare anything about the time Mr. Hatfield 
ald he had madethearrests. He stated that 
Mr. Tilden had “ surrendered” at 9:30 a m. 
“and that, having “surrendered,” he was 
‘qualified to sign the petition for habeas cor- 
pus It appeared that he ha * surrendered ” 
‘at that time only to his own lawyers. 

Mr. Sears said he did not want to enter into 
any controversy with Mr. Hatfield, who had 
‘treated his clients very well, indeed.“ 

Mr. Tilden was, as usual, inaccessible. 
Newspaper callers at his office while he was 
‘there were informed that he was “ not in,” 
and telephone calls to his home in the even- 
Ang likewise were unavailing. 


Petit a Known “Lorimer Man.” 
Judge Petit, to whom the Tilden attorneys 
appealed for the writ of habeas corpus, is

Manny Objects to Labor Man and Rule

(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., April 28.—[Special.}]—The 
amalgamated lobby was driven from the sen- 
ate chamber today. No more will the repre- 
sentatives of several score interests hang 
on the brass rail of the upper house. 

This drastic order, upsetting the precedent 
of many sessions, was mäde by Lieut. Gov. 
Oglesby, after a summary demand by Sena- 
tor Walter L Manny of Brown county, that 
Secretary James L. Ford of the Order of 
Railroad Conductors “‘ be banished forthwith 
under the clause of the rule which provider 
that any person may be directed to depart 
from the senate if his presence be obnoxious 
to any senator.” 


Demand Stirs Senator Henson. | 
This rule, Senator Manny said, was thor- 
oughly applicable to the case of Mr. Ford. 
Then Mr. Henson of Decatur, the labor sena- 
tor, became angry and made a speech in 
which he declared all of the crowd which 
jammed the outer court of the senate was 
obnoxious tq him. He demanded the Heu- 
tenant governor order the senate floor 
cleared. 
This relieved the embarrassment of Mr. 
Oglesby, who as a possible candidate for gov- 
ernor had no desire to inour the hostility 
of organized labor by singling out the secre- 
tary of a big labor organization as the one 
to be sent from the sacred precincts. | 
Mr. Oglesby ordered the sergeant-at-arms 
to clear out the senate chamber. Sergeant- 
at-Arme Zinn went to work with a will and 
ejected more than one hundred men and 
women who had congregated to watch the 
progress of legislation. 

Senator Manny’s personal objection to the 
presence of Ford, he asserted in a stinging 
speech, was due to the circulation of letters 
in the Manny district which said the senator 
is opposed to the employer's liability and 
workingmen’s compensation bills. 


Strict Rule Is Announced. 
The announgement was made immediately 
thereafter by the presiding officer that no 
persons hereafter will be permitted on the 
floor of the senate, either inside or outside 
the brass rail, unless he be a former member 
of the general assembly, a present member 
or a member of the executive or judicial de- 
partments. as provided by the rules. 
The clearing of the floor did little good 
from a business standpoint. The senators 
were angry because they had been com- 
pelled to break their own “ gentlemen's 
agreement” and remain over for this legis- 
lative day. There were thirty-four of them 
and it was not necessary for Mr. 
Ogiesby to order the arrest of absent sena- 
tors, as he appeared more than willing to do.

The senate and the house adjourned until 
Monday afternoon at 5 o'clock, Speaker Ad- 
kins having abandoned his idea of keeping 
the representatives here for a session to- 
morrow.

Crush Body of Its Victim.

Was Keeper and Friend. 


Dixon, Mo., April 28.—T Special. Hundreds 
of persons today saw an infuriated elephant 
hurt its trainer into the air and then, after 
crushing him with its weight, repeatedly 
pierce the body with its tusks. 

The tragedy came while James Hildebrand, 
the trainer, was endeavoring to put Monte, 
the smallest elephant with the Kit Carson 
wild west show, into a car. 

A crowd had gathered to watch the depart- 
ure of the big animals and Hildebrand was 
adjusting the chains which bound Monte to 
its mate. 


Gives No Warning of Tragedy. 
Without warning the elephant became en- 
raged, and, wrapping its trunk around the 
trainer’s body, lifted him highinair. Hilde- 
brand screamed for help, but while the on- 
lookers stood overcome with horror Monte 


he was killed instantly. 

With its rage still unsatisfied, the elephant 
trumpeted loudly and began kneading the 
trainer’s body with its forefeet. 

Then it dragged the body thirty feet along 
the railroad tracks in the yards and re- 
peatedly thrust its tusks into the lifeless 
form. Women among the spectators fainted. 


Battle with Infuriated Animal. 

Attachés of the show ran to the rescue 
with pitchforks and drove the elephant from 
its victim. It was not subdued until its sides 
were streaming with blood from the goads. 

Immediately after the tragedy the ele- 
phant was shot under orders of the show 
management. It was declared Monte had 
been apparently the most docile elephant in 
the herd. Hildebrand had been the trainer 
for years, frequently slept beside it, and 
believed the animal regarded him with af- 
fection.

Marshals Raid Warehouse and 
Take Condemned Fluid. 


NOT UP TO REQUIREMENTS. 


Product Shipped from Kansas City 
Held Unfit for Food. 


Government marshals swooped down on a 
North Water street warehouse yesterday 
afternoon, seized a consignment of 10,512 
cans of “‘ condensed milk.“ and carried them 
off in several drays to the government ware- 
house. The milk was consigned to Nicholas 
G. and Wilbur G. Conybear, doing business 
as N. G. Conybear & Co., # River street. 
The raid was conducted by Assistant Dia- 
trict Attorney A. R. Hulbert for District 
Attorney Bims on information furnished by 
the department of agriculture. Tests made 
of the product by Dr. A. L. Winton and his 
assistants at the pure food laboratory 
showed it to be slightly boiled milk; not, the 
chemists say, what is termed condensed 
milk. 


Not Up to Standard. 

“It is ordinary skimmed milk boiled down 
just enough to kill the bacteria and allow 
shipping in airtight cans,” it was stated 
at Dr. Winton’s office. ‘‘ Condensed milk, 
as we rate it, must have certain percentages 
of fat and total solid substances, which this 
Goes not. This cannot qualify as rea icon- 
densed milk.“ 

The label read Faultless Pure Pvaporat- 

ed Milk.” 
The product was shipped by the Faultless 
Milk company of Kansas City. Acording to 
the government's information, the concern 
is a reorganization of the Faultless Con- 
densed Milk company, which went into the 
hands of a receiver some time ago, when the 
new company took over all its materials. 


Sold at Low Prices. 

The seized shipment was of 219 cases, each 
containing forty-eight pint cans. It was 
stored in the Kepler warehouse, at 347 Last 
North Water street, prepgratory to removal 
by the Conybear company. 

It ig said that the product; has been sold 
for some time in Chicago, most of it going 
to large wholesale firms at a low price, in 
some cases as low as 2 cents a pint, or about 
half the price of a pint of uneondensed milk

M’MANIGAL REFUSES AID. 


Lawyer Assigned Says Defense 
Will Center on Saving 
the MeNamaras. 


Les Angeles, Cal. Apri! 28.—[Special.}— 
The ¢ynamiting case is rapidly approaching 
ite preliminary climax of sensation, which 
will be the arrest of California labor leaders 
with whom James Bryce McNamara and 
Ortie McManigal were associating just be- 
fore the Times building and Llewellyn iron 
works explosions. 

These arrests are expected hourly. They 
may be made before morning. In the mean- 
time the progecution has paused in iteefforts 
to verify the identification of McNamara ae 
the J. B. Bryce indicted as the purchaser 
of the dynamite from the Giant powder 
works. 

After the positive identification by Mrs. 
Ingersoll, the boarding house keeper, yestér- 
day, District Attorney Fredericks felt satis- 
fied this point was safe enough, but the de- 
tectives went one step further today dy tak- 
ing John Baker, a clerk who made the sale at 
the factory. He identified J. B. McNamara. 


Labor Leaders Are Watched. 

At least two labor leaders of state promi- 
mence are being watched night and day by 
the detectives. The policy of the detectives 
has been to let them worry and be ready 
to seize them should they attempt to leave.

FIRE HOSE GRAFT 


Local Board of Underwrit- 
ers Is Accused. 


HIT AT SPECIFICATION 8. 


New Plan of Buying Supplies 
Advised by Merriam Com- 
mission Is Attacked. ~ 


Charges of collusion and combinations by 
the’ board of underwriters in the method of 
bidding for Chicago’s supply of fire hose 
enlivened a three hour session of the council 
| finance committee yesterday afternoon, 
Mayor Harrison was an interested listener 
and at times a participant in the discussion. 
He-was not impressed by charges of graft. 

The cause of the wrangle was the Merriam 
commission’s specification method of bid- 
ding on hose. Under the old method, which 
was by classification of brands, there were 
usually from sixteen to twenty bidders. 
Under the specification system there were 
three. 


Underwriters Make Specifications, 

The specitications were prepared m the 
underwriters’ laboratory, and, unlike the 
old plan, which required a three months 
guarantee, held such safeguard unnecessary. 
W. C. Robinson, chief engineer of the labora- 
tories, said the specifications, if followed, 
constituted a guaranty to the city. 

A representative of one of the three bidders 
under the new plan, H. Channon & Co., 
thought the specifications competition a fair 
test, but was willing to give a guaranty in 
addition, though the price was cheaper than 
under the old system. 

How can the manufacturefs sell more 
cheaply under the specification plan?“ 
inquired the mayor. 

“Additional charge is always made by 
‘the manufacturers for insurance against 
bursting under the guaranty plan,“ was the 
answer. 


Manufacturers Make Complaint. 

W. T. Cole, president of the Fabric Fire 
Hose company of New York, appeared to be 
spokesman for the outstanding manufactur- 
ers. 
These specificatione,”’’ he asserted, “ were 
got up by the underwriters to throw the flre 
hose business of the United States to one 
firm.” 

In discussing the matter after the meeting 
Mayor Harrison said with a laugh that he 
could not see what gain there would be for 
the underwriters in collusion, as was charged.

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LAURIER T0 SAVE AGREEMENT 


Canadian Premier to Remain on 
Continent to Lead Fight. 


CORONATION TRIP DROPPED. 


Opposition of Richard Borden to Treaty 
Leads to Determination. 


Ottawa, Ont., April 28.—The determination 
of the Canadian government to ratify reci- 
procity was emphasized in parliament today 


‘| by the prime minister, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
who declared that he would not go to Eng- 


land to represent Canada at the imperial 
conference or to the coronation of King 
George in June, but would remain here to 
press the agreement, if the opposition per- 
sisted in obstructing its ratification. 


Quizzes Sir Wilfrid. 


The matter was brought before parliament 
by the opposition ieader, Richard Borden, 


who asked Sir Wilfrid what his intentions 
were in regard to the approaching events in 


London. 

“I deem it my duty to attend,” replied the 
premier, “and engaged my passage six 
weeks ago, but I have come to the conclusion } 
that, should my presence be required in Can- 


ada~—and there is every indication that it 


may beit will be my duty to forego the 
privilege of attending the conference. My 
first duty is to Canada. 

“TI have a report of the speech delivered 
in New York by William Northrup, M. P., of 
the opposition, in which he stated practically 


that the opposition at Ottawa will not allow 


this agreement to be carried inta effect. 


Will Stay in Canada. 

“I do not know what authority he has to 
speak, but I am informed that he voiced the 
decision of the Conservative caucus held only 
a few days ago. If such be the temper of 
the opposition I think it will be necessary 
for me to revise my determination to go to 
England.“ 

It is generally accepted that the premier 


will not go to England, and that the fight 


over reciprocity will be prolonged and 


marked with bitterness. 


BRITONS WAR ON MORMONISM. 


Magsmeeting in London Asks Govern- 
ment to Stop the Activities of 
Missionaries. 


LONDON, April 28.—Under the presidency 
of Bishop Welldon a massmeeting was held 
tonight at which resolutions were adopted 
calling upon the government to take steps 
to stop the activities of Mormon mission- 
aries in England. 

It was announced that the Mormons have 
eighty-two churches in England, with 80,000 
members and 300 missionaries.

Mr FIERCE FIGHTING 
IN CANTON REVOLT 


Sudden Outbreak of “Queue- 
less” Alarms the Chinese 
Government. 


MANY KILLED IN BATTLE. 


Thousands Flee from City and an 
American Warship May 
Be Sent For. 


HONGKONG, April 26.—Because of the 
revolutionary outbreak in Canton only of- 
ficial messages are being received from that 
city, and these are of a disquieting char- 
acter. 

The revolutionists have obtained explosives 
and the government has asked the steam- 
ship companies to suspend their service lest 
ayms be smuggled in to the disturbers, who 
are still at large. Many of the leaders 
have been imprisoned. 

The fighting between the troops and the 
rioters last night began when the soldiers 
arrested a revolutionary leader and his fol- 
lowers, who, wearing badges, surrounded the 
viceroy’s palace and after setting it afire 
interfered with the efforts of others to «x 
tinguish the flames. 


Rebels Fight Desperately. 

The rebels were armed with rifles and 
bombs and fought desperately. Several were 
killed. 

The troops were commanded by Admiral 


LI. and suffered considerably, a colonel be- 


ing among those wounded. The soldiers 
finally got control of the situation and 
energetic measures to prevent another out- 
break were taken. 

Thousands of residents of Canton are fle- 
ing to this city. Those who have arrived 
say that anarchy ls rife among the soldiers. 
Many of the troops completed their service 
today, and these men are particularly feared. 
Anarchists have been furthering their prépa- 
ganda in the army. 

The first steamer to arrive from the scene 
of the rioting in Canton brought 100 refugees, 
mostly women, this evening. These say 
that more than 800 casualties were reported 
among the “ Quevelessa,”” abs the rebels have 
been nicknamed. 


U. 8. WARSHIP MAY BE SENT. 

Washington, D. C., April 28.—Americans 
and foreigners at Canton are believed to be 
in no danger. American Consul Bergholz 
cabled the state department today. He has 
telegraphed the senior naval officer at Hong- 
kong, and if the situation should prove 


serious a United States warship wil! nn.

Millionaire Leaves Mrs. Burke- 
Roche at Executors’ Mercy. 


ANGERED AT HER MARRIAGES 


She Had to Quit Batonyi to Benefit by 
Father's Will. 


New York, April 28.—Mrs. Frances Hen 
Burke-Roche, daughter of Frank Work, who 
died recently, is left at the mercy of her 
father’s executors under the terms of his 
will, filed today for probate. 

Through fiften codicile the millionaire 
voiced his disapprova] of her matrimonial 
career. 

Early codice, after her separation from 
James Jaffry Burke-Roche Girect that she 


"be given $70,000 a year on condition that she , 


had no further dealings with him and re- 
main away from England duriag his lifetime 
They provide that he shall not inherit a 
cent of the Work millions. 


Batonyi Marriage Caused Anger 

About the time Mrs. Burke-Roche’s name 
was ooupled with that of Aurel Batonyi, the 
whip, @ codicil was added threatening to re- 
duo her bequest to §12,000 a year unless she 
relinquished interest in horses and horse 
shows. 

Later Mr, Work relented and increased his 
Gaughter’s bequest to $80,000 a year. A 
codicil appended after her marriage to the 
whip revokes all provisions in hig will con- 
ferring any interest in his property to Mrs. 
Burke-Roche, and another directs the execu- 
tors to provide for her support if she should 
separate from Batonyl. She has separated 
from him. 


Children Must Take Name of Work, 

To Mrs. Burke-Roche’s three children ig 
left the residuary estate, conditional upon 
their becoming American citizens, eschew- 
ing all relations with their father, and 
adopting the name of Work. 

Mrs. Peter Cooper Hewitt, another daugh- 
ter, is to receive a yearly allowance of $80, - 
000 during her lifetime. An annuity of 
$1,300 and life interest in property in Colum- 
bus, O., is left to Ellen and Mary Merrick, 
nieces of the testator. James Henry Work, 
& nephew, is left $1,000. 

The value of the estate is not given. 


OBITUARY. 


CHARLES J. ANDRHWS, 820 Map ave- 
nue, Oak Park, died suddenly of heart trouble 
on an Oak Park elevated train while on 
his way to business yesterday morning.

was formerly a well known worker in the 
Roman Catholic church in this city. He or- 
ganized the Working Boys’ home on West 
Jackson boulevard and had charge of the 
work of the home for many years He was 
compelled to move to Orland three years ago 
on account of poor health. The funeral will 
be held from the Holy Name church Mon- 
day. 
PATRICK CORCORAN died at the home of 
his daughter, Mrs. Charles Hille. 5824 South 
Park avenue, yesterday at the age of 76 
years. He was born in County Mayo, Ireland, 
and came to America in 1852. He served asa 
union soldier through the civil war with the 
Second New York cavalry. He moved to 
Chicago in 1897.

OPENS ITS DOORS 


Attractive Features of Sub- 
urbs and City Exhibited; 
Coliseum Fairy Bower, 


LOTS TO BE GIVEN AWAY. 


Industrial Growth and Improve- 
ment of Conditions Form 
Part of Display. : 


The first Chicago real estate show, man- 
aged by real estate and building interests 
of the city and suburbs, opened its doors to 
the public last night. — 

More than 1,500 landscape artista, florists, 
gardeners, and decorators, who have been 
working day and night for several weeks, 
put the finishing touches yesterday to a task 


Coliseum into a fairy bower. 

As if by magic, gardens of roses, com- 
plete bungalows, miniature town sites, and 
models of industrial sections sprang into 
existence. Ag the great land and irriga- 
tion exposition told in realistic fashion the 
story of the west, the south, the east, and 
the north, go the real estate show Mus- 
trates in manner unparalleled conditions in 
Chicago and environs, 

The chief executive of Chicago and the 
burgomasters of nearly 100 suburban and 
neighboring towns were invited as guests 
on the inaugural night. There was such a 
gathering of mayors as seldom has been 
assembled in one place. 

Show Growth of Suburbs. 

The growth of the outlying districts within 
a half decade is little understood except by 
real estate operators and builders. Men and 
women were reluctant to believe that the 
maps illustrating new building operations 
and the development.of this and that section 
were not gross exaggerations. 

Elaborately constructed maps show every 
section of Chicago. At a glance the visitor 
can determine just how many houses stand in 
this or that subdivision, the transportation 
facilities, municipal improvements, trees and 
foliage, nearness to business centers, and 
undesirable as well as desirable features, 
Many of the lot illustration schemes are bril- 
liantly lighted. 

_ Industrial interests are not behind. Seo- 
tions of the ground space have been allotted 
to all the important manufacturing localities 
in and about Chicago. These exhibits are 
constructed of cement, wood, and papier 
mache. These sections show not only the 
factory buildings and extensive plants, but 
even the trackage and number of freight 
trains having access to various yards. 

Lots and Houses Given Away. 

Great sections in every corner of the build- 
ing have been set aside as flower gardens. 
Tons of earth have been carted ih to provide 
growing ground for live plants. 

Arrangements have been made to distribute 
to ticket holders ten attractive pieces of 
property. They are to be given away. One 
consists of a five room bungalow, furnished 
throughout and valued at $3,000. It is on ex- 
hibition. Other prizes include a lot in the 
Ardmore addition, an acre lot at the corner 
of Clinton avenue and One Hundred and 
Fourteenth street, a fifty foot lot at Spring 
road, on the Aurora and Elgin line, another 
lot at High Lake on this electric line, a lotin 
Gelewood, one in Bellwood,and three lots | 
in Wheaton, Glen Ellyn, and Morgan Park. 

The City Playground association has a 
novel exhibit. The city health department 
has an educational display. A series of maps 
and plaster paris designs are employed by the 
sanitary district for illustrative purposes. 
Here also are found designs to show density 
of population. The Art institute has a dis- 
play of painting and sculpture done by Chi- 
cago art students.

Opinions of the English Newspapers 


A Bold and Novel Experiment Justified. 


From TH® TIM DS London): — Te last point—though to be sure it is 
the first that will strike every reader—is that the book is printed on that thin 
India paper which the University (Cambridge) and other presses have recently 
made familiar by their editions of the poets and other books of moderate size. 
Certainly to adopt this material in the case of a work in 29 quarto volumes 


was a bold and novel experiment, but on the whole public opinion will pro- 


nounce it justified. The gain in apace and weight is immense; the volumes 
are light to handle and the whole 29 will occupy less than 8 feet of shelf room. 
Doubtless one has to be more careful than usual in turning over the pages, 
but this will probably be found to be a small drawback, to be set against very 
real advantages.” 


“Pleasant Companions of Any Leisure Moment.” 


From the WESTMINSTER GAZETTE>—“Emphasis has been laid on the 
value of the Encyclopaedia as a book for general reading. Usefulness for 
that purpose is governed by the form of production. The new edition is given 
to the world in a style which arouses a new conception of what such a work 
should be. The volumes before us are of the India paper edition, bound in a 
handsome flexible binding. They weigh no more than three pounds each, and, 
with their thousand pages, are but an inch in thickness. Open them where 
one will, the pages lie perfectly flat, and the binding is so flexible that the 
covers may be folded back one on another and the book held in one hand for 
reading purposes. There is something almost sacrilegious to the book-lover in 
such treatment of a beautiful volume, but the experiment proves that the 
bending is not in any way harmful. Of the beauty of the printing we could 


write with enthusiasm. A type which is delightful to read stands out with 


wonderful clearness upon a paper little thicker than tissue, and yet possessing 


. toughness which gives confidence in handling. The experiment of adapting a 


paper hitherto almost entirely confined: to the printing of high-class Bibies 
takes the Encyclopaedia at once out of the class of library volumes and places 
it among the pleasant companions of any leisure moment to be taken up and 
read with no more fatigue than is occasioned by the holding of an average 
novel. That in itself would have sufficed to make this eleventh edition memor- 
able in the history of book production. Yet scarcely less advance is shown in 
the quality of illustration. There are many pages of beautiful half-tones, the 
three-colored process has been drawn upon for exquisite plates, and the full- 
page maps make the volumes the most comprehensive of atlases.” 


The General Convenience of the India Paper. 


From THE SHEFFIELD DAILY TELEGRAPH:—“A man can pick 
from his bookshelf any one of the volumes and pass many a pleasant hour, 
buried in an armchair by the fireside, in desultory and varied reading. For the 
new Encyclopaedia is not made of such bulky and rather répellent material as 
its predecessors. It is, as we have said, printed on India paper. It is bound 
in a limp dark green sheepskin binding which allows a volume to be bent, 
folded back or merely balanced on the reader’s knee. Thus a volume of 1,000 


pages is almost as easy, and far more pleasant, to handle than the ordinary 


6s. novel, and the perusal of one’s Encyclopaedia no longer means that one has 
to attack it fairly and squarely laid on a table. Though copies: may be ob- 
tained in the old solid format, we imagine they will not be generally preferred 
to one which occupies less than 8 feet of shelf room. If one has to be a little 
more careful in turning over the pages, that is a small matter compared with 
the general convenience of the India paper size.” 


Not Merely for Reference—a Library for Reading. 


From TRUTH:>—“Then there is the incidental, but by no means inconsid- 
erable, consideration—especially to a possessor of the thirty-five mammoth 
volumes of the tenth editiom—of the economy of space upon our shelves, and 
for that matter of the economy of physical strength in the handling of them. 


Never since the law was written on tables of stone was there anything so good, 


of course, but also so ponderous as each of the thirty-end-five volumes of that 
colossal tenth edition! Shortly after they were delivered to me by a Pickford’s 
goods wagon I saw in an Anglican church how they were evidently intended 
to be read. There was a boy bent double, in the attitude of one who stands 
for leap frog, with a massy Mass book between his shoulders, from which the 
officiating priest was reading. Now I could not afford the boy. But with the 
compact volumes—especially with the exquisitely slim and dainty India paper 
volumes—of the new edition there is small need indeed of such a sturdy 
acolyte. Why, these India paper volumes occupy hardly more than two feet 
of linear space on the shelf as compared with the two yards of space taken up 
by the monstrous volumes of the tenth edition. But, then, it may be objected 
that if the volumes of the new edition are less trying to the hand, they must 
be more trying to the eye; their type must be painfully microscopic.

OHN LA FARGE: A — AND 
0 7 A STUDY,” is what Mr. Royal Cor- 
tissoz calls his book on the great 
American painter, to whose memory 
he also dedicates it (Houghton Mit- 
dm company). While there is some biography 
in this book, quite enough to carry it, it is 
rather a study and an appreciation of Le 
Farge than a biography in the ordinary sense 
of the word. An ordinary bidgraphy would 
not sult a man of La Farge’s character. The 
way Mr. Cortissoz has treated his subject is 

the only right way, so it seems to me. 
John La Farge was a great man. He came 
the nearest to being an old master of any 
modern. Not only had his work the quality 


of @ master, but even in his appearance he 


looked the part. No man that I ever saw 
looked like Mr. La Farge; his face was quite 
distinctive, and it was all his own, except 
that there was a certain look of a Japanese 
in it at times, or there might have been only 
orientalism that I saw im his features, but I 
think if you had put a Japanese costume on 
Mr. La Farge, and big, horn spectacies on his 
nose, he could easily have passed for one of 
the nation whose art he so loved and appre- 
clated. The last time I saw Mr. Le Farge, 
whom I had known for twenty-five years or 
more, was not long before his death. He was 
feeble and bent, that isin body, but in mind 
was alert as ever, arid, leaning on the arm of 
a friend, he was going into an auction room 
on Fourth avenue, where there was an exhibit 
of Japanese prints, the ruling passion strong 
in death! 

Mr. Cortissos must have had this work in 
mind for some time, for he could hardly have 
done it as well in the short time since Mr. La 
Farge’s death. It is an admirable study, and 
would have pleased even the fastidious taste 
of its subject. In his preface we learn that 
Mr. La Farge helped him more or less in this 
work, so he must have begun a long time ago 
to take notes, and he expresses hie thanks to 
Miss Grace Edith Barnes, who, in the last 
tem years of the artist's life wee hie private 
secretary, and was appointed by him the 
executrix of his estate. From La Farge’s 
old and intimate friend, Henry Adame, Mn 
Cortissos is indebted for material of Impor- 
tance, and also to Mr. James Huneker for a 
batch of letters that La Farge wrote him. 

The first chapter of this book is called “A 
Study for a Portrait,” and it begins at once 
with the characteristic of La Farge, his die 
taste for the promiscuous shaking of handa. 

Saye Mr. Cortissoz: 

Something in him shrank with almost feminine 
serrsitiveness from all personal contacts,and he was 
amusingly adroit in evading the particular one te 
which the ordinary friendly human being is addict - 
ed.’ No visitor was ever allowed to guess that his 
well meant salutation had been amiably frustrat- 
ed. He simply found La Farge with a brush in one 
and and - handkerchief in the other, and to die- 
pense with the usual mode of greeting seemed, of 
course, the most natural thing in the world. 
Fate made La Farge an artist. By the slight- 
est change of whim she might have made him a 
diplomat. In that case he would have distin- 
guished himself, above all, by saving his govern- 
ment from everything that looked like coercion 
He had e gift for the avoidance of those things 
that he did not want to do. 

This trait did not show want of sympathy, 
nor did he mean to be disagreeable; it de- 
noted rather a fastidiousness which, with 
an indomitable individuality, made him an 
artist—and an exacting one-—in whatever 
concerned himself. 

The ego in him was intense, ac, though wwathed

e a et ince with Mr. Cortissoz, he 
prefaced a long analysis of his experience in 
the painting of landscape with these words: 

I have, of course, no idea of how you are going 
to handle the facts of my life as an artist, exter- 
nelly or internally. What I am anxious about is 
to tell you what. I Know, and whet I think, of cer- 
tain things I have done. Whether they are known 
or appear to othere as they do to me ise another 
matter. The mere facts, however, are matters 
of date or of record, and are not tings of appre- 
elation except in the case of gauging their im- 
portance. In the different cases of a good deal 
of my work these pointe of how and why I came 
to do a thing are important to me because they 
are usually unrelated to anything being done out- 
side at that time. 

Mr. Cortissoz brings Mr. La Farge very 
distinctly before the mind of any one who 
knew him, and to those who did not know 
him he gives an excellent picture of his origi- 
nal and striking personality. I don’t know 
whether any other book about La Farge will 
be written, but if it is it will have to be er- 
ceedingly well done to hold its place with 
this most admirable study of the man and 
the painter.

In “JANE OGLANDER,” by Mre. Belloc 
Lowndes, Measre. Scribner have a new sensa- 
tion for the novel reader. Mrs. Lowndes is 
the sieter of Mr. Hilaire Belloc, and although 
this is her first important book, she did 
publish one a year or so ago that met with a 
certain amount of success. In Jane Oglander 
Mre. Lowndes gives ue a convincing study 
of a really bad woman, one who is constant- 
ly oonscienceless, whois without honor, with- 
out remorse, and of colossal selfishness. She 
is half Greek, half English by descent, the 
daughter of a British coneul who had mas. 
ried a Greek lady. 

I have known Englishmen who have mar 
ried Greek ladies, but their marriages never 
gave birth to anything like Althena Maule. 
I do not see that che had to be a Greek to 
be what she wes.

Althena was a woman of extracr 
dinary beauty, and much personal charm, to 
which Richard Maule, a man of great wealth 
and a dilettante, succumbed, but she was

#0 much of her? Simply because she domi 
nated poor Jane, who wae not a spectacular 


person. 

Her qualities were entirely the opposite 
of those of Althena, as one might expect the 
qualities of a Jane to be opposite to those 
of a woman with this romantic Greek name, 
They belonged to the same social world 
and each hed a past, not the sort of pastone 
means when speaking of characters on the 
stage, but a past with a touch of melancholy 
that gave a charm to their later selves. 
Jane and Althena were bosom friends. Jane 
adored her as Amelia adored Becky Sharp. 
That Althene was a siren who, by the tones 
of her voice, lured men to their destruction 
never occurred to Jane until too late. 

Althena is nothing if not original, and her 
plan to free herself from Richard Maule wes 
ae daring as it wae singular. 

You may not like this story, you may think 
that Althena was too awful for words, at 
the same time I defy you not to read it if 
you once begin it, and whatever you may 
think of Althena you will have only pity 
for Jane.

LIVER WENDELL HOLMES telis the

information. It then transpired that he 
hed subscribed for an encyclopedia and thet 
only the first two volumes were out. This ie 
not the case with the eleventh edition of the 
“ ENCYCLOPEDIA BRITANNICA,” for 
fourteen of the whole set were published at 
one fell swoop, and the remainder will short- 
ly appear. g 

The public is now pretty well informed 
about the circumstances surrounding this 
remarkable work; of its inception more than 
a century ago, and ite subsequent revisions 
and editions, until after a lapse of several 
years the Cambridge university authorities 
took the work over from the hands of the 
Edinburgh publishers and gave it to a staff 
of scholars, who, after years of labor, have 
recast, rewritten, and entirely revised all 
ite various subjects, bringing them up to 
date. 

In this labor the best scholarship of the 
world was drawn upon. The management 
reached out across the whole work for e- 
perte and specialiste of every nationality 
and every branch of learning, thus making 
the work truly encyclopedic in ite scope, 
catholic amd fair in its treatment and aa 
thoritative in ite statementa. It may be that 
some exceptions to thie rule may be found 
but it will take more than a cursory examina- 
tion of the volumes thus far published to re- 
veal bias or grose inaccuracy, if they exiat. 

A few articles are left just as their au- 
thors wrote them for the previous edition of 
the Brit. These are for the most part 
subjects u pon which no subsequent research 
has developed any new feature of impor- 
tance, and, as a rule, they concern historical 
personages or historical epochs te which 
finality wae written many years ago. 

It would require more space than is bere 
availiable to enumerate what is new im the 
eleventh edition. Not only have many im- 
portant themes been recast so as to embody 
the latest discoveries, improvements, In- 
ventiona, or speculations, but entiredy new 
subjecta, not known to the previous writers, 
make their appearance. This is particularity 
true in science, discovery, philosophy, eta 
80 great has been the progress in the last 
few years in certaim matters that the articles 
treating of them in the old edition were 
found entirely unavailable and the new 
concepts called for the work of specialists 
of today. Some time in the future this work 
may have to be done over again, but for the 
present generation this edition must stand 
as authoritative. 

Hundreds of single articles, tf taken cut 
and reprinted in separate form, would each 
make a book of the average size. Yet these 
diaplay a remarkable condensation of facta 
and statements as must necessarily be the 
case in a work of this sort. Some subjects 
are subdivided many times. Taka for ex- 
ample, Sport. Under this caption, and under 
the dictionary headings, biographicel arti- 
cles, etc., there are no less than 275 entries 
If taken out of the Brit. these articles would 
make a volume twice as large as the latest 
edition of “ Hoyile’s Games.”

Sir Sidney Coevin, occupies no less than 40 
columns, and Aisthetica, 25, by Prof. James 
Sully.

700 miles of new territory before the touring 
season is far advanced, directors of the Chi- 
cago Motor club have turned over to Chair- 
man Charles M. Hayes of the signboard 
committee a fund pf $1,000 for immediate 
use on routes running out of this city.

Sum on Machines and the 
Banks Feel Effect. 


PLAN TO INVADE THE AIR. 


Fortunes Will Be Made in Build- 
ing Aeroplanes and Their 
Engines. 


BY HOLLAND. 
New York, April 28—{SpecialL.}—In the 
earty spring of 1010 James J. Hm said the 
American people would in 1010 put §800,000,- 


ington in the winter the forecast was made by 
manufacturers that the purchase of auto- 
mobiles in the year would reach the value 
ef $800,000,000. 

A few weeks after Mr. Hill made his state- 
ment George Westinghouse caused to be 
prepared figures to show what ie upkeep 
of automobiles, including the wages of chauf- 
feurs, would be. This figure also was placed 
at $300,000,000. 

This total of $600,000,000 was not far out of 
the way, and many have surmised that one 
of the reasons for stagnation in business and 
‘the paradoxes of our commercial experience 
of the year 1910 ig to be found in this great 
expenditure for autos. 


Trouble Has Been Overcome 
Apparently the effects of this diversion of 
§600,000,000 have been overcome. Money is 
flowing to the great financial centers in al- 
most unprecedented volume, and many of 
the so-called country banks find themselves 
fm the possession of money far in excess of 
any recent experience. 

The most authoritative reports received 
from the manufacturers of automobiles ap- 
parently point to a decrease in 1911 of de- 
mand for vehicles that are used chiefly for 
pleasure or touring. Thig will in part be 
made good by the increage in the demand for 
motor cars designed for business purposes, 
and especially for heavy motor trucks. 

‘Whatever may be the future of the pleas- 
ure automobile, it is now certain that the 
demand for the business auto, and especially 
those made for the carrying of heavy freight 
in cities or from farms to the nearest rail- 
way stations, will be up to the capacity of 


of the highest authorities in the automobile 
‘Dusiness that in the course ofa few years the 
automobile manufacturers would be turning 
gut various kinds of air machines. 

The most recent confirmation of this pre- 


“@iction was made by Henry A. Wise Wood 


Mr. Wood is a member of the Gordon Bennett 
challenging committee of the Aero Club of 
America, and he is regarded in aeronautic. 
circles as one of the highest authorities not 
only upon flying machines but upon the de- 
velopment of the flying machine industry. 

A few days ago he appeared as the guest 
of the Aero Club of Connecticut at a meet- 
ing beld at Bridgeport. His address struck 
@ new note. He made it clear that he re- 
gards the conquest of the air as now estab- 
lished. With flying, he sald, a large new in- 
dustry has sprung into existence. In his 


. opinion, it has been developed much as the 


automobile industry wae developed, and even 
more suddenty, since it is only within about 
three years that the men of science, as well 
as the men of capital, have been convinced 
that the air has been conquered. 


Middle West as Competitor. 
Mr. Wood hinted that the manufacturers of 


Connecticut. as well as the inventive genius 


of that state, would do well to realize that 


it they do not take immediate advantage of 


this opportunity they will lose it, for the far- 
seeing manufacturers of the middle west are 
now preparing for the manufacturing of &y- 
ing machines upon a large scale.
